in 1787, he bequeathed to the clty of Philadelphla,
with & llberal endowment, the classical Jlbrary,
worth at that time $10,000 in gold, which atill bewrs
his name, and has greatly inoreased in value, o
1792, at the fnstance of Jumes Logan, & son of the
preceding, the Leglsiature of this State passed an
act  vesting the property of the Logawan Lilrary In
the Library Company of Philndelphla. At present
the Loganian oolleation embraces between ten and
eleven thousind volumies, many of them very rare,
some, in fact, unique,
